HUGE JAPANESE 
EXCHANGE SYNDICATE. 


“To be Registered Under 
Ameriean Law. 


A Peking report says ~The 
Japanese some time ago start and 
InternationalExchange syndicate 
in Peking in co-operation with 
Yang Tu and a numberof Chinese 
merchants. The scheme was 
dropped on account of the bitter 
opposition’ of the people. It ix 
now learned that .under the 
auspices of the Japanese Mitsui 
Bank and a number of Japanese 
prominent capitalists, the scheme 
has been revived and a capital of 
Yen 20,000,000 bas been already 
subscribed. ‘ 

Because of the opposition of 
the Chinese people aad the strict 
restriction of the Company Law 
of Japan, the promoters have 
decided to establish the new 
enterprise according to the Amer. 
ican Law. Its head-ffice is to 
be located in Peking with 
branches throughout all import- 
ant commercial centres of Ching. 
A nomber of the Japanese 
capitalises interested have arrived 
in Tientsin and are conferring 
with Yang Tu and the Chinese, 
and paging close attention to the 
feeling” df. the Chinese people 
towards them.

Gothic Characters Likely to

A Berlin report says: An 
interesting Silesian question off 
the beaten track is that of lan- 
guage.

The abolition of the capital 
letter for proper nouns is the sub- 
ject of much debate.

It disgusis me 
when I find how the sound and 
sensible British workman allows 
his organisation for economic de- 
fence to be turned into a weapon 
for the political advancement of 
unscrupolous adventurers with 
creede-to which he is entirely op- 
posed but for which be has to pay. 
rr am gied to think, in the light 
of recant events, thas the power 
of the political agitator in British 
trade unionism is passing away. 
There would be lesa corvplete & 
condemnation for * political ” 
trade uniopism if it ex vressed 
the-politics of the trade unionist. 
But it does not. Too oftan it ex- 
presses only the personal bitter- 
ness and mercenary rancour of a

A month ago a signal of the distress in Russia was 
sent out bv Maxim Gorkt.. Now itis has been jnade known 
that famine desolates the greater part of the lurgest country 
in Europe. The post-war period has made heavy demands 
in this respect. In the West the Central European area. 
suffering from the after-effeets of war ‘invoked by itself, 
has been engaging the attention of American and European 
organisatiuus: in the East. perhaps the worst famine that 
has ever visited even China has. happily, subsided, 
thoush there are fresh reports of shortage in certain 
districts. The world is now called upow to make. another 
huge efiurt. One report says that ten Russian provinces with 
a pupulation of eizhteen millions are officially recocnised as 
famiue-stricken, while Prince Paul of Oldenburg, a nephew 
of the ex-Tsar, Las made a moving appeal in the Press on 
behalf of eighty rillion Russians ~ face tu face with famine. 
pestilence and such dire misertes that political considera- 
tions must be swept aside.” A million tons of food supplies.

activity is second to none. In Britain we may be sure that 
the appeal will not fall on deaf ears; the Premier has al-

Worst Period for Forty Years. 

With the extension . of un- 
emploment insurance to cover 
practically all classes of workers, 
both manual and con-manual, 
the official figures published by 
the Minister of Labour each 
month in the Letuur Gazette now 
provide avery true reflex of the 
stata of employmentin the Unit- 
ed Kiagdom. 

The position which the figures 
disclose at the end of May is 
most alarming, and shows that 
the percentage of unemployment 
has now reached unprecedented 
Proportions. To find anything 
approaching the position of 
affairs which now exists one has 
too back as far as the year 
1879, when it was only LL4 per 
cent. The number of persons now 
insared under the Cnemployment 
Insurance Act is abont 12 mil- 
liens, and the number registered 
a3 totally unemployed at the end 
of May reached the kuge total of 
2,100,654, or 17.6 unemployed, as 
compared with 15 per cent. at the 
end of Mareb. 1921. The cor. 
responding. percentage for May, 
1920, was 2.68 per cent.. so tha: 
unemployment is now nearly 
seven times greater than it was 
last year, . 

An examination of the tigures 
relating to the three iron and 
steel industries — shipbuilding 
and ship-repairing, marine and 
general ongineeriog. and boiler. 
making, andiron and steel manu- 
facture—show that the stato of 
affairs is much worse than the 
generat overhead percentage. 
These three industries which: ara 
closely connected ‘and interpend- 
ent, are at the present time suffer- 
ing a period of acute depression, 
the like of which bas not been 
experienced since the years im. 
mediately after the Franco 
Prussian War in the seventies. 

Official information relatiag to 
employment in the iron and steel 
industry, which supplies so much 
of the raw material for ebipbuild- 
ing, is given in the joint memo- 
randum on the present position 
of that industry, prepared by the 
National Federation of Iron and 
Steel Manufacturers, representing 
the employers, and the Iron and 
Steel Confederation representing 
the workmen, which was present. 
ed to Mr. Lloyd George recently. 

It states that compared with a 
yearago the number employed at 
the end of April had fallen by 
78} per cent. with disastrous 
results upon the economic 
position of the workpeople and 
the employers.

The highes: previous per- 
centage of unemployed for the 
Amalgamated Engineers was in 
‘1839, when it reached 10.6 on the 
average, 90 that with this union 
the percentage unemployed at

‘Similarly. the unemploytient : 


figures of the Boilermakers’ 
Society may be said to indicate 
the position of the shipbuilding 
and = ship-repairing industry 
separately, ard their figures for 
unemployment are 35 082 or equal 
to a percentage unemployed of 
33.10. The corresponding figures 
for May, 1920, were 3.454 
onemployed. and a pereent- 
age of 3.26, so that their 
voompluyment is ten times as 
much as if was veatego. Tak. 
ing the percentages recorded for 
the last 50 years, accomtins to the 
Board of Trade'figures, the builer- 
makers’ highest previous por- 
centage was 22.7 during the 
memorable slump period in 1908. 

The Ministry of Labour also 
gives details by districts ia regard 
to the number of unemployment 
books and out-of-work donation 
policies, rercaining lodged at the 
\ abour Exchanges at the end of 
May, and in the shipbuilding 
trades, Yorkabire division, has the 
highest percentage of unemploy- 
ment, viz., 53.91, Wales being next 
with 49.85, London 41.11, North- 
East-Coast 39.33, and Scotland 
28.47. The lowest percentage of 
unemploymentis recorded for the 
South-East counties at 16.52, but 
in these districts there ia not a 
very large number of’ men em- 
ployed as compared with the big 
shipbuilding centres. The figures 
for Ireland are better than any of 
the other big centres at 27,7 per 
cent. . : 

The foregoing figures taken 
from officiel Government sources, 
or from trade union data, confirm 
up to the hilt the statements of 
the shipbuilding and engineering 
employers regarding the lack of 
ordars, and the necessity for 
securing greatly reduced jabour 
costs before aby impro¢ament in 
employment is to be looked for, 
or buyers encoursged to place 
arcers which will absorb at least
